Of course | 
didn’t pay nearly as much as those early 
purchasers. Now, with the suggeted list 
price of the A4000 at $US3699, which 
works out at nearly $A5,200, I might 
HAVE to wait a little again. 


N ow it is official. The Amiga 4000 was 


he A4000 price WILL go down as 
sure as the sun will rise tomorrow. 
Then the A3000 price must fall further 
in tandem, which will make it an even 
better value buy. But Commodore assures 
us that the new AGA chip set, which offers 
all those colours and video modes, will 
NOT be available to A500, A600, A2000 
or A3000 owners as an upgrade due to 
unsuitability of the CHIP RAM for fast F 
bit access and other technical reasons. So j 
ou want the latest video capabilities, its 
an A4000 for you. 


. rT 
he operating system version that wi 
T cane with the A4000 is Amiga DOS 
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Release 3. This supports all the features of 
the new chip set. For the rest of us, 
Commodore have released a new version 
of Release 2, this one called 2.1 It will be 
compatible with any Release 2.0X 
compatible Amiga. This version supports 
high denisty floppy drives (1.76MB 
formatted) and includes CROSS-DOS so 
everyone can read MS-DOS floppies on an 
Amiga. A Postcript printer driver is 
included and, if you can take advantage of 
it, Release 2.1 is 68040 compatible. 


T he A570 CD-ROM and CDTV 
compatible add-on for the A500 was 
also released in the USA last week. It 


includes expansion FAST RAM Capacity 
of 2MB like the A590. 


I don’t know yet about Australian 
release dates or prices for the A4000, 

A570 or Release 2.1 AmigaDOS, but 
probably Commodore do not know yet 
either. Anyway, I am going to fax the 
Sydney office of CBM to find out what 
might be happening and when. I’ve been 
told that Release 2.04 upgrade packs have 
been impossible to buy recently - perhaps 
they were holding back on letting out the 
Release 2.1 packs until now. If you buy a 
2.04 upgrade now, will it be changed to a 
Release 2.1 for free? For all this and much 


more come along to the October meeting at 
Bardon. 


A nd I promise that I will do everything 
possible to get an A4000 in front of 

you at a main meeting before you can 
see it anywhere else. October sounds a bit 
soon, but you never know! 


T oO more mundane matters. The A600, 
which I was able to show to those at 
the September meeting, does seem to 
be on the right track. I have had several 
calls from people thinking about and then 
buying the A600HD and some of them 
have been Atari and PC-clone owners 
saying that this is the time to move to an 
Amiga. If you see the latest colour 
pamphlet from Commodore, you will 
notice that the models on offer are the 
A600/HD, the A2000/2500 and the A3000. 
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But no A500. Many of you are now 
suddenly owners of an obselete machine. I 
wouldn’t worry that software will dry up 
too soon as you will remain compatible 
with the A3000/4000 except for mainly 
colours and screen modes, but you might 
have to upgrade to AmigaDOS V2.1 or 
new products and upgrades could leave 
you behind. Hardware is another matter, as 
most vendors soon stop support for 
obsolete models because the people who 
buy hardware upgrades are much the same 
market that quickly move on to the latest 
models. 


hank you to those who put their name 

on the SIG lists last month. The same 

lists will be spread around a bit next 
time with an optional sticker to put on 
yourself saying "I’m an AMOS SIG 
member" or whatever. Corny, but it might 
help. This is just a way to find other people 
of similar interest. What you do after that 
is up to you, but you can come to the 
Committee if any resources are required 
for something interesting.

SWITCH 


I wrote in January of my dilemma of 
attempting to find an Austel approved 
FAX & MODEM switch. 

At the time I had had little success. Either 
the FAX & MODEM switch was not 
Austel approved or it failed to live up to 
my high expectations. i.e. The device work 
every time without human intervention and 
did not cost the same as a new Amiga. 

I thought that perhaps I was being too 
choosey: most manufactures, distributors 
and retailers seemed to think so. 
Obviously, no-one else in CCUG(Inc) had 
found a FAX/MODEM switch which 
would fulfil my needs at a reasonable 
price, as my mailbox on the BBS remained 
steadfastly empty. 

Despair had nearly set in; then I found 
"IT" advertised in a national electronics 
magazine. The Austel approved FAX & 
MODEM switch of my dreams. (How | 
hate to have my dreams curtailed at 3 am 
to the dulcet tones of a FAX or MODEM.) 

There was one minor difficulty .. price. 
Admittedly it did not cost as much as an 
Amiga or a CDTV but the budget would be 
a little stretched. 

I made a number of telephone calls and 
was told by the people at Brisbane Car 
Sound at Capalaba that they had one only 
"VSI Easy Connect Line Sharer" available 
at approximately $230 below the 
recommended retail price. 

They told me that it had been a store 
demonstration unit and were most 
apologetic that the box was a bit knocked 
about, one $5 lead was missing and a 
cockroach had nibbled the cover of the 
instruction manual. I’m not that proud! For 
$230 I am prepared to put up with a 
nibbled manual and make up a $5 lead. 

The VSI Easy Connect is easily installed. 
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It does not have to be first in the telephone 
line but if it is, it works better. It will 
happily work with or without an answering 
machine, FAX or MODEM. 

It automatically switches FAX and 
MODEM calls, both incoming and 
outgoing. If the user wishes to manually 
transfer to FAX or MODEM operation, it 
is simply a matter of dialling 3 from a 
pulse telephone or 23 from a 
TouchTone(TM) phone. 

The defaults for ring counting and the like 
are easily set by four DIP switches on the 
back of the main unit. The unit itself js a 
mere 85mm x 90mm x 33mm and weighs 
only 225g. I have my unit attached to the 
wall behind my computer by a small piece 
of Velcro. 

A call hold capability for incoming and 
outgoing calls is provided on the VSI Easy 
Connect by dialling 8 on pulse phones or 
28 on a TouchTone(TM) phone. This 
feature seems to only work on line 
attached to AXE exchanges. 

My local exchange is an ARE-1] 
exchange. The call hold facility works 
slightly differently for it. For incoming and 
outgoing calls to be placed on hold, on an 
ARE-11 exchange, I simply have to hang 
up and pick up an other extension. The line 
is cleared only if the other person hangs up 
or the VSI Easy Connect times out in 
approximately two to three minutes. [f 
both of us hang up the line is immediately 
cleared and I can ring out again or receive 
calls straight away. 

There is a facility to remotely disable the 
VSI Easy Connect so that an answering 
machine can be controlled. I have not used 
this feature as I don’t own one but I have 
no reason to disbelieve that it would work. 

In summary, I am very pleased with the 
VSI Easy Connect FAX & MODEM 
switch. I would recommend it to anyone 
who would like to share a single phone line 
with voice, FAX and MODEM. 

At full retail, it is expensive but would 
still pay for itself in a reasonably short 
period of time. It would be worthwhile to 
hunt around, as there are obviously 
bargains to be had but beware of those 
FAX switches that demand an answering 
machine or are not Austel approved.

UPGRADING? sy 
Scott Hamilton 


I am penning this article to express some 
views on the current state of health of the 


Amiga. 


In a market that is more competitive than it 
has ever been before. If you have gone 
through the trauma of upgrading 
recently, as I have, you would be aware of 
how strained ones allegiance to the Amiga 
has become. By trauma, I refer to the way 
one is torn when deciding which of 
several different platforms is best suited to 
your needs today. 


Commodore has always had a major 
problem portraying itself as a "serious 
computer company. Its games-computer 
heritage has never been shaken off. This is 
entirely Commodores fault. 


I believe that the Amiga still has a future, 
though not one as grand as it could have 
been. Today its a niche market machine. 
There is still a lot of potential in some 
areas, especially education and On the 
good side, Commodore has announced a 
new support system. Called Hot Shots (for 
some obscure reason) it 1S touted to 
provide a phone support line for C64, 
Amiga and MS-Dos users. 


t covers both hardware and 
nua and is available free for the first 
12 months with the purchase of a 
Commodore product from July 1992. You 
can also get it by paying $25 for the 

rivilege. The phone number is 02 
187666, or 008 805067 for outside 


Sydney. 


ht I’d give the number a call to see 
or cartons ‘hey are. Well my call was 
placed in a queue for about 8 minutes and 
after listening to the recorded 
announcement for the eighth time I was 
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about to give up. A chap did eventually 
answer, and I set on him with a few 
quick questions. 


Hot shots is manned by two full time 
and one part time “consultants”. The chap 
on the other end seemed cordial enough 
and was happy to tell me about the services 
offered by Hot Shots. He said that there 
had been a big response to the service 
(which would explain the long wait). You 
can get your membership number for 
Hot Shots by sending in the questionnaire 
attached to the warranty card with any 
newly purchased Commodore product, he 
said. 


He also told me that Hots Shots would be 
increasing contact with users groups 
and offering special deals to user group 
members. This was nice to hear. The 
current offer is a CDTV upgrade for C64 
owners (also applies to owners of any 
other old Commodore machines such as 
Vic20s, 128s, Plus4s and Cl6s. Nice to see 
you can get something for these old 
clangers!) The deal isa CDTV, keyboard, 
disk drive, Grolier Encyclopedia and Hot 
Shot Support for $999, plus a trade in of 
$100 for your old machine. Not going to 
set the world on fire, but still nota bad 
deal for upgrading at $899 for the lot. 
Maybe I’ve judged Commodore to 
harshly? Lets see what other deals are forth 
coming. Still a definite step in the right 
direction, and one deserving of due credit. 
When asked a more technical question 
concerning a misbehaving CDTV the 
response was a little more reserved, and 
really of very little benefit. He was unable 
to even refer me to anyone to follow up 
the problem. 


Regular, accurate press releases from 
Commodore are required. Both to 
magazines and user groups. If Commodore 
Cannot see that current Amiga users are 
one of its biggest sources of future sales 
then I’m wasting my time here. As a side 
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note, 1 just received some information 
in the mail from Commodore. For a 
moment it seemed that the cover letter 
was going to prove me wrong. It proudly 
boasted that. Commodore realised the 
importance of user group members and 
wanted to keep them informed. What a 
joke. The article that accompanied it was 
the speech from when CDTV was first 
released. Wow, really up to date info 
guys, only 12 months after the event!! | 
expect that this new commitment to 
keeping the users informed will mean that 
I should receive some info about the AA 
chip set some time in late 1993!! 


Recently a Computer Column in the San 
Jose Mercury News (July 12) written by a 
guy called Phillip Robinson caused quite 
a stir in the States. The article entitled 
"Commodore Lets Amiga Die Slow 
Death" prompted quite a response from 
Commodore. 


Commodore expressed considerable 
concern regarding the one-sidedness_ of 
Mr. Robinson’s article and remarked that it 
"does not communicate the current 
thrust of our emerging, dynamic and 
leading U.S. based business presence in 
multime- dia and related applications." 
Emerging maybe, dynamic and leading is 
another question still to be answered. 


Well, now we know where Commodore 
sees the Amiga’s future! It goes on to 
State that. it has four key business 
markets. "Videography, professional 
training, kiosk information systems, and 
presentation systems." Of course the 
other unmentioned. area_for marketing is 
the game-machine market (Some rumours 
about a real Nintendo-killer are about.) So 
the future is not that bad, if your into 
multimedia. 


This is not such a bad thing as the 
hardware requirements for multimedia are 
the most taxing of all. With the imminent 
release of the AA chip set, and even more 
mind-expanding graphics products from 
third party developers (eg. GVP and Opal 
Vision) the Amiga still has a good 
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chance of becoming a. “serious" niche 
market machine. 


The general low moral of Amiga _ users 
may soon receive a long overdue shot in 
the arm. The crunch question is - Can 
Commodore really change its ways and 
give the Amiga the credibility and 
Support that it has for so long been 
deprived of? 


Commodore, you have another chance. 
This time the market slice is much thinner, 
but it could be a big enough piece of cake 
to keep the company from starving.
